Ten homes 
proposed 
on derelict 
pub land 

A DERELICT pub will be 
demolished under plans to 
build a housing estate. 

Dudley planning officers 
have recommended that 
The Freebodies Tavern on 
St John’s Road be knocked 
down to make way for ten 
two and three bedroom 
homes. 

The Kates Hill pub has 
been boarded up for more 
than five years. 

Vandals have attacked 
the former pub, opposite St 
John’s Church, and there 
have been problems with 
fly-tipping. 

Now Alps Developments 
Midlands Limited hope to 
receive approval to build 
new homes on the site in 
three terraced blocks. 

Each of the ten homes, 
which face towards High 
Street, will have car parking 
spaces. 

The plans are due to go 
before Dudley Council’s 
development control com¬ 
mittee on Monday and have 
been recommended for ap¬ 
proval with the condition 
that developers retain a 
public right of way on the 
site. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor 
Steve Waltho, said: “I am 
supporting these plans be¬ 
cause the pub has been an 
eyesore on the area for a 
number of years. Since the 
building closed it has be¬ 
come a magnet for vanda ls.” 

HarryFest at 
mall car park 

A TWO-DAY festival in 
honour of a young fundrais¬ 
er is taking place at Merry 
Hill shopping centre. 

HarryFest is this weekend 
from 10am to 4pm on the 
Eat Central car park at the 
Brierley Hill mall. 

Harry from Birmingham 
died aged 11 from a brain 
tumour in 2011. He set up 
the charity Help Harry Help 
Others and raised more 
than £600,000 for cancer re¬ 
search. The festival is part 
of a superhero-themed hol¬ 
iday programme and tickets 
cost £2.50 on the gate. 


PHARMACY PLAN 
IS PUT ON HOLD 


PLANS to build a community phar¬ 
macy outside the main entrance to 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital have 
been put on hold. 

But health bosses are still working to reduce 
waiting times for patients. 

The £227,000 outpatient pharmacy had been proposed to 
help reduce the wait for patients to receive medicines and 


would also provide other 
services, such as counsel¬ 
ling. 

Hospital bosses said this 
week that they were not 
yet ready to go ahead with 
the scheme and it would be 
reviewed again within the 
next 12 months. 

In the meantime, the 
hospital has made changes 
to ensure waiting times for 
patients are kept to a min¬ 
imum. 

Delivered 

Specialist prescriptions 
such as those for cancer pa¬ 
tients are being delivered to 
homes. 

Paula Clark, Chief Exec¬ 
utive of The Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs the hospital, 
said they were also looking 
at whether an existing room 
at the hospital could be used 
for the pharmacy instead. 

She added: “The trust is 
currently reviewing its capi¬ 
tal plans as part of a strate¬ 
gic review to offer the best 
care to patients. 

“As part of this process 
the new outpatient phar¬ 
macy is due to be reviewed 
within the next 12 months. 

“However, some specialist 
medicines such, as those for 
cancer patients, are already 
being supplied direct to pa¬ 
tients’ homes, which has 
reduced the amount of time 
they spend waiting for med¬ 
icines. 

“An alternative use of

existing accommodation at 
Russells Hall Hospital is 
also being explored to help 
improve our patients’ expe¬ 
rience.” 

Hospital bosses previously 
said the pharmacy would en¬ 
able staff to have more time 
to help patients understand 
their prescriptions and also 
to answer their questions. 

It was hoped it would 
leave the existing pharmacy 
department to focus just on 
inpatient prescriptions. 

It was expected to create 
one new job with others to 
follow. 

The pharmacy was ex¬ 
pected to be open from 9am 
to 7pm seven days a week. 

Planning permission has 
already been granted for the 
scheme by Dudley Council. 

That planning application 
said the location for the new 
pharmacy was chosen so 
that patients had a shorter 
walk to car parks and was 
close to the main hospital 
building with its facilities. 

The site near the hospital 
entrance is currently used 
for cycle parking. 

The application said the 
development follows na¬ 
tional NHS surveys, which 
have shown that there is a 
need to supply more infor¬ 
mation and counselling for 
patients.

IT has served the community for 72 years 
but now now firefighters have bid a fond 
farewell to their old station as they moved 
into a state-of-the-art new base. 

Cradley Heath’s fire station closed its 
doors for the final time on Monday before 
personnel pat and present paraded to the 
newly-built Haden Cross Fire Station on 
Barrs Road. It is on the site of former mu¬ 
nicipal buildings. 

Station Commander Marc Hudson said 
saying goodbye to the old fire station was an 
emotional experience.

We are 
providing a new community fire station to 
provide, not just a first class emergency re¬ 
sponse, but also prevention and protection 
services to the people we serve.” 

A community ‘open afternoon’ will take 
place at the new station on September 6.

Work is

CONSTRUCTION of a new 
supermarket is to begin ‘im¬ 
minently’ following work to 
clear the site. 

Lidl was granted per¬ 
mission to build the store 
on part of the Duckworth 
Trading Estate in Stallings 
Lane, Kingswinford, and 
earlier this year received 
further approval to expand 
the scheme. 

Fencing has gone up 
around the site and signs 
saying a new store is coming 
soon.

The amended application 
was to incorporate a larger 
area, taking in further va¬ 
cant units on the trading 
estate. 

A 115-space car park will 
be created as part of the pro¬ 
posals. 

The store is expected to 
create 15 full-time and 25 
part-time jobs. 

Lidl spokeswoman Nicole 
Benford said: “The work 
that has taken place so far 
is to clear the site. 

“We expect the construc¬ 
tion work to begin immi¬ 
nently.” 

Some traders inn nearby 
High Street were concerned 
about the scheme but coun¬ 
cillors said they believed the 
town was ‘big enough’ to ac¬ 
commodate another super¬ 
market and it would provide 
‘healthy competition’.

Anger as 

IT has been almost five years since 
the final swimmers trudged out of 
Coseley baths but the land where 
the popular building once stood 
remains derelict and seemingly no 
closer to being redeveloped. 

Dudley Council closed the build¬ 
ing in Pear Tree Lane in 2009 de¬ 
spite a public campaign to save 
it. A year later it was demolished 
and was expected to make way for 


baths 

a housing scheme. But the coun¬ 
cil has now revealed its proposal 
for the wider area of land has hit 
a stumbling block after failure to 
reach agreements with neighbour¬ 
ing landowners. 

The cash-strapped council is look¬ 
ing to off-load the 1.5-acre site. 

In a development strategy, put 
out by the council for consultation 
this summer, the former baths site 


is allocated for a potential mixed- 
use development with 20 homes, to 
be built between 2016 and 2021. 

The pool was closed by the coun¬ 
cil after officers said it needed £1 
million of urgent repairs to make 
the roof safe and a further £lm 
was needed to bring the rest of the 
building up to scratch. 

Pat Jordan, aged 72, was among 
those who campaigned against the

closure of the baths. She said: “It is 
wicked to see the site today, espe¬ 
cially during the summer when so 
many people got pleasure from the 
baths, but now there is nothing. 

“It is an absolute eyesore but I 
don’t want housing, I want a swim¬ 
ming pool. Why is it Walsall and 
Wednesbury are getting new leisure 
centres but we are left with noth¬ 
ing?” 


Council housing to

IT was a deadline which sparked a global 
conflict and led to the deaths of millions. 

Britain had given Germany an ultima¬ 
tum after their invasion of neutral Belgium. 
They had until 11pm on August 4, 1914, to 
make concessions or Britain would declare 
war. None were made. 

One hundred years later, hundreds 
across Dudley borough and millions around 
the world were marking this most sombre 
of centenaries. In Dudley on Friday night 
Mayor Councillor Margaret Aston attended 
a civic service at Top Church. She said: 


“The people of Dudley have really taken 
the Great War anniversary to their hearts.” 

On Sunday at Christ Church, Lye, there 
was a wreath laying ceremony. David Burt, 
38, of the Boys’ Brigade, gave an honour sa¬ 
lute while his daughter Charlotte, five, laid 
a cross. He said: “They rang the bells of 
Christ Church 100 times before we started.” 

In Birmingham 5,000 tiny ice sculptures 
depicting human figures were left to melt 
on the steps of Chamberlain Square as part 
of an imaginative tribute by Brazilian artist 
Nele Azevedo with help from 20 volunteers.

expansion 
space for 
20 years 

WORK to expand Dudley 
Cemetery to create dozens 
of new burial plots will start 
later this year after council¬ 
lors approved funding for 
the project. 

The council had feared 
Dudley could run out of 
plots by the autumn if more 
space wasn’t found. Just 
140 plots remained and the 
situation as was described 
as ‘critical’. 

Plans for a £200,000 ex¬ 
tension on a former football 
pitch off Clee Road were 
drawn up. 

The new site will have 
enough burial space to last 
approximately 20 years and 
will include fencing, gates, 
paths and parking bays. It 
will include 1,000 plots and 
will be able to cater for all 
religions. There will also be 
150 cremated remains plots 
and 140 small plots. 

Environment boss Coun¬ 
cillor Hilary Bills said: “We 
are spending up to £200,000 
extending the amount of 
burial space we have in 
Dudley, to resolve the well 
publicised shortage we have. 
The new facility will be able 
to cater for specific religious 
needs which is something 
that is very important to us 
with the rich diversity we 
have in the borough.” 

It was approved at last 
week’s cabinet meeting. 

Tunnel plan is 
delayed again 

PLANS to turn the histor¬ 
ic Drakelow Tunnels into a 
museum have hit delays. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council was expected to 
make a decision this sum¬ 
mer on the proposals for the 
network of wartime tunnels 
carved out of the sandstone 
under Kinver Edge. 

Officials last week said 
the ‘planning process was 
still continuing’ but no date 
was set. It is not the first 
time the project has been 
hit by delays. A decision was 
expected in December but 
was put back after the dis¬ 
trict council requested more 
detailed proposals. 

Rare orchid find 

A SPECIES of rare orchid 
has been discovered at a 
Dudley nature reserve. 

Wardens at Wren’s Nest 
Nature Reserve found the 
broad-leaved helleborine or¬ 
chid on site. 

Family activities are held 
at the reserve every Friday 
from 10am, starting today. 


Centre ready to train hundreds of paramedics 


A NEW paramedic training facility has 
been opened to help cope with a huge influx 
of students. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service has 
taken over the first floor of Dudley College’s 
campus in Brierley Hill after running out of 
space at its current facility in Baggeridge. 
That is because the service will be taking 
on 265 student paramedics and 50 graduate 
paramedics over the coming year as part of 
a major recruitment drive. 

Dudley Road centre may become a perma¬ 
nent home for the service’s training when 
the lease runs at Baggeridge next year. 


Training at the campus began this month 
with the service expected to ramp up its op¬ 
erations as more trainees are taken on. It 
will also be used for the continuous training 
of current employees and the 159 students 
recruited over the past year. 

Best 

Kim Nurse, the ambulance trust’s direc¬ 
tor of workforce and organisational devel¬ 
opment, said: “With the trust having such 
a major programme of training and develop¬ 
ment, ensuring we have the best education 
facilities available for our stuff is key. 


“Securing the accommodation at Dudley 
College will assist us in improving the facili¬ 
ties for our staff to develop skills, which will 
have a direct impact on the care that we are 
able to provide to patients.” 

The college will be run as the service’s 
training centre for 12 months on a tem¬ 
porary basis but could then be taken on 
permanently in June. But the service is cur¬ 
rently looking at other options. As a result, 
the costs involved in moving to the college 
are currently not available, as they are com¬ 
mercially sensitive pending the search for a 
possible new base. 


Mrs Nurse added: “Longer term, we are 
looking at what the best options are for the 
trust. 

“This may involve bringing a number of 
current education locations together on one 
site.” 

The Dudley College campus was chosen 
for its secure location for training vehicles. 

Principal Lowell Williams said: “We’re 
delighted the West Midlands Ambulance 
Service are operating from Dudley College’s 
Brierley Hill Centre, and look forward to 
working with them to provide office accom¬ 
modation to meet their business needs.”

WORK is taking place to improve 
Sedgley Beacon for generations to 
come from creating new wildflower 
meadows and restoring hedgerows on 
the Black Country landmark. 

The Wildlife Trust for Birmingham 
and the Black Country is working on 
the project with volunteers from the 
Friends of Sedgley Beacon. 

It will include expanding the area 
of grassland which grows on the fos¬ 
sil-rich limestone including the old 
quarry. New areas of limestone will 


be exposed and hay from the quarry, 
which is rich in wildflowers, will be 
spread there to encourage more di¬ 
verse wildlife. 

Dudley Council archaeologists will 
be on hand to see if any evidence of 
the site’s rich history is uncovered 
during the project. 

Simon Atkinson, conservation 
projects manager at trust, said: “The 
chance to work on such a key site is a 
great opportunity for us and our part¬ 
ners South Staffs Water. Together 


with the Friends, volunteers and Dud¬ 
ley Council we’ll be enhancing some 
great habitats which are of real impor¬ 
tance for local people and wildlife. 

“There are plants such as milkwort 
and carline thistle which only grow on 
these sites, as well as butterflies such 
as marbled white and birds such as 
whitethroat that thrive in such hab¬ 
itat. For the Black Country to retain 
such diversity in plants and animals, 
it is vital that sites like Sedgley Bea¬ 
con are looked after.”

OUR changing language. Closing a number of Muslim 
bank accounts, HSBC says it’s because they “fall outside 
our risk appetite.” We journalists, being wordsmiths trained 
in economy and accuracy of language, would never use 
such jargon. Wanna bet? Reporting on the departure of a 
newspaper boss, the media website Hold the Front Page 
announces: “He has worked to transform the company 
from a primarily print and product-focussed group to a 
customer and community-focussed media solutions busi¬ 
ness.” Ye gods and little fishes. 

THE DVLA says there will be consultation on plans to 
reduce the cost of renewing a driving licence. So here’s my 
response: don’t be so damn silly. We renew our licences 
only once every 10 years. The plan is to reduce the fee 
from £50 to £34. That’s a saving of £1.60 a year or about 
0.4p a day. It is a piffling sum which most motorists will 
not even notice. Yet it will cost the Government about £18 
million a year, which could surely be spent on something 
useful.

Donations boost for heritage centre 


AROUND £30,000 has been col¬ 
lected in public donations, leaving 
heritage campaigners just £10,000 
away from their final drive towards 
a £3m education and heritage cen¬ 
tre for Dudley Canal Trust, called 
The Portal. 

It will be used to tell thousands of 
visitors about the Black Country’s 
industrial past and canal heritage. 
The two-storey base will be built by 


the Dudley Canal Tunnel entrance 
at Todds End with the help of lot¬ 
tery cash and grants. So far £30,000 
in donations has been received to 
help fund the project, £10,000 shy 
of the £40,000 target. 

June Hodkins said: “It’s excel¬ 
lent. We’re not far from our goal 
which is great. The donations have 
come from visitors who have been 
out on trips and have enjoyed them¬ 


selves so they have wanted to sup¬ 
port the project.” 

Earlier this summer, the trust 
received a £100,000 grant from The 
Garfield Weston Foundation. The 
Heritage Lottery Fund has given 
the project £989,200 and a £lm 
cash windfall has come from the 
European Regional Development 
Fund. The total cost of the project 
is expected to be £3 million and it 


is hoped that the building could be 
open by Easter 2015. 

A swing bridge would be con¬ 
structed so visitors from the nearby 
Black Country Living Museum can 
access the ticket office, boats and 
heritage centre. Bosses also plan to 
install a lift link to the towpath and 
wharf. The top floor of the centre 
would provide access from the car 
park on Birmingham New Road.

Homes to 
be built 
on site of 
warehouse 

PLANS for 27 homes on the 
site of a former warehouse 
have been given a green 
light by planners. 

Hadlington Brothers Ltd 
applied for permission to 
create the development on 
land off Marine Crescent, 
Wordsley and members of 
Dudley Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee 
have now approved the 
scheme. 

Demolished 

A warehouse previously 
stood on the site, first sell¬ 
ing wines then tiles.

Two letters of objection 
was received to the scheme . 

Committee chairman 
Councillor Qadar Zada said: 
“Members decided to ap¬ 
prove this scheme. There is 
a need to new homes in the 
area and this scheme was 
supported.” 

Aerosol yobs 
caused blaze 

YOBS with aerosol cans 
have been blamed for start¬ 
ing a large field blaze. 

Fire crews arrived at the 
farmland in Wall Heath to 
find two cans containing 
propane in the ashes. 

Firefighters fought the 
blaze on foot using rucksack 
water carriers because of 
the remote location off the 
A449 Wolverhampton Road, 
during the late afternoon in¬ 
cident on July 27. 

Watch Commander Mick 
Clark, of Brierley Hill Fire 
Station, said it was a dan¬ 
gerous incident, particu¬ 
larly as the cans could have 
exploded creating a fireball. 

More park patrols 

FIRES are being lit and 
young people smoking drugs 
at a park near Stourbridge, 
says residents. 

Policehave also noticed an 
increase in criminal damage 
and graffiti at Swan Pool 
Park in Norton. Officers 
have stepped up patrols in 
the area. 


Armed drugs villain given ten years prison 



POLICE found a loaded gun, more ammuni¬ 
tion and a silencer with almost £12,500 worth 
of drugs when they swooped on a house in the 
Black Country. 

The property was used by 24-year-old Ste¬ 
fan Rattray and others as a base from which to 
sell cocaine and heroin, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Cannabis was also being grown in an upstairs 
bedroom at the address in Corser Street, Dudley, 
said Miss Kate Plummer, prosecuting. 

Rattray assaulted a woman police officer as she 
and fellow officers raided the address at 9.30am 
on November 28. 

They discovered a Russian-made Baikal pistol 


with a magazine of ammunition loaded into it 
hidden under a bed. The silencer and more am¬ 
munition were found in a bag under the stairs 
along with heroin and cocaine packaged up into 
£10 deals. Nineteen cannabis plants were being 
cultivated under a hydroponic network of lights, 
watering systems and extractor fans. Seala¬ 
ble bags used to store drugs and seven mobile 
phones with text messages indicating street deal¬ 
ing were also found at the house. 

Miss Plummer concluded: “The total value of 
the drugs found at the property has been esti¬ 
mated at £12,450.” 

Mr Dean Kershaw, defending, said that Rat¬ 
tray, who had nine previous convictions includ¬ 


ing drug dealing, was resigned to a long prison 
sentence and hoped to put his time behind bars 
to good use by completing academic courses. 

Rattray from Attingham Drive, Eve Hill, was 
convicted by a jury of possession of a prohibited 
firearm and ammunition but admitted the other 
offences of possessing cocaine and heroin with 
intent to supply, cultivating cannabis and as¬ 
saulting a police officer. He was jailed for a total 
of ten years. 

Judge Martin Walsh told him: “The gun, si¬ 
lencer and ammunition are the tools of the trade 
for a drug dealing operation and the gravity of 
gun crime cannot be exaggerated. This is a crime 
of the upmost gravity.” 


PC talks of ordeal when 
arresting dangerous dealer

A POLICE officer who was re¬ 
peatedly kicked by a drug dealer 
before he reached for a loaded 
gun as she tried to arrest him has 
spoken of her ordeal. 

PC Jessica Preston was assaulted 
as she tried to arrest Stefan Rattray 
during a search of his house in Corser 
Street, Dudley. 

She saw Rattray running up the stairs 
but, as she chased after him, he kicked her 
to the head and body several times. 

Firearm 

PC Preston continued to pursue him into 
a bedroom and she was trying to arrest him 
when he put his hand down the side of the 
bed to where a loaded firearm was hidden. 

At this point, PC Preston’s colleagues 
came in and managed to detain Rattray. 

PC Preston said: “We were executing 
a warrant so we had had a briefing that 
morning to attend the address but we 
didn’t know who was there. You sort of ex¬ 
pect that if there are people there they may 
not want to be detained. 

But she was shocked by the violence that 
confronted her as she tried to arrest Rat¬ 
tray. 

“Going in there I certainly wasn’t ex¬ 
pecting what happened,” said PC Preston. 
“At the top of the stairs I was kicked to the 
head. It was about six or seven times, head, 
chest, neck.” 

“There was a bit of a scuffle at the top 
of the stairs, other officers were coming up 
the stairs behind me and he’s run into the 
bedroom. I’ve run after him and we’ve ran 
over the bed and he’s bent down. And that 
point we’ve dived off the bed and slammed 
him against the window. Other officers 
have come in to detain him.” 

She added: “The main pain was in my 
hand where I had put it up to stop him kick¬ 
ing. Some of the bones were knocked out of 
alignment in my shoulder. 

“I’ve been an officer for six years now 
and while you assume that at some stage in 
your career you will be assaulted, you hope 
it isn’t in vain. “I am just pleased that we 
were able to detain Rattray in the end and 
that the outcome, which could have been a 


lot worse for everyone in the property at the 
time, was a safe one.” 

During the search of the property, on No¬ 
vember 28, a significant amount of Class A 
drugs, cannabis, weighing scales and drugs 
bags were found - along with a silencer for 
the gun and 9mm bullets. 

Rattray, aged 24, of Attingham Drive, 
Dudley, was sentenced to eight years in 
prison at Wolverhampton Crown Court for 
possessing the gun and two years to run 
consecutively for possessing with intent to 


supply heroin. He was also given a number 
of concurrent sentences — four years for 
possessing ammunition, two years for pos¬ 
sessing with intent to supply cocaine, two 
years for producing cannabis, 18 months for 
possessing with intent to supply cannabis 
and six months for assaulting PC Preston. 

Danger 

Sergeant Rob Simpson, from the St 
James’s Neighbourhood Policing Team, 
said: “What had started out as an average 


drugs warrant turned into a potentially 
life-threatening situation. 

“I would like to commend the bravery 
and tenacity of PC Preston, who pursued 
Rattray even though she’d been assaulted, 
and her colleagues who stopped Rattray in 
his tracks. 

“None of them could have known the ex¬ 
tent of the danger they were in. 

“Events like these show the risks officers 
face on a daily basis.”

Among them was riding a horse 
across a deserted beach. 

After three years, Mrs Jones 
was given the all-clear, and to 
celebrate she decided to do the 
ride on Llangennith beach on the 
Gower peninsular. 

She died from head injuries 
sustained while falling from the 
horse. 

It is impossible to think what 
her family must be going through 
at the moment, but at least she 
did die doing something she 
loved. 

But this just shows that life 
can be very cruel sometimes.

Helping to escape 
the cycle of debt 


A credit union in Dudley 
is offering help to escape 
spiralling debts, DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT reports 

PAYDAY lenders such as Won- 
ga, QuickQuid and others have 
advertised themselves as the 
quick and simple way to make 
ends meet until the salary 
drops into the account. 

But the reality, for thousands of 
people, is very different. 

Proposals unveiled this month are 
meant to put an end to the 5,853 per cent 
interest rates. 

The Financial Conduct Authority’s 
proposals for a cap on payday lending 
mean that interest and fees on new 
loans, including those rolled over, must 
not exceed 0.8 per cent per day of the 
amount borrowed. 

The watchdog said that those who 
borrow £100 for 30 days and pay back 
on time will not pay more than £24 in 
fees and charges and someone taking the 
same loan for 14 days will pay no more 
than £11.20. 

Under the proposals, fees for borrow¬ 
ers who cannot repay their loans on 
time must not exceed £15 and they must 
never have to pay back more in fees and 
interest than the amount borrowed. 

It means that someone struggling 
with repayments on a £100 loan will 
never pay back more than £200 in any 
circumstance. The FCA estimates that 
consumers will save on average £193 per 
year through the measures, translating 
into £250 million annual savings overall. 
The price cap is set to cost the industry 
about £420m in lost revenues. 

The loan companies, Wonga and 
Quickquid, can provide cash very quickly 
but the repayment rates are exception¬ 
ally high.

in Dudley’s New Street has also been 
helping people to get their finances 
back under control. 

Ian Austin, MP for Dudley North, 
has campaigned to drive payday lenders 
from the high street altogether. 

He says: “Anything that limits the 
rip-off rates these people charge and 
the appallingly high interest and fees 
consumers end up paying has to be a 
good thing. Their customers can end up 
in a vicious circle they can never get out 
of - strapped for cash in the first place 
then struggling to pay back the loan 


because the costs just mount up. Hard- 
pressed families should be encouraged 
to use responsible lenders like Castle 
and Crystal instead.” 

Many people with debts are embar¬ 
rassed to speak out. One woman who 
did so asked not to be identified. ‘Mrs 
Smith’ borrowed less than £400 but 
within months was facing a bill of more 
than £1,200 that threatened to keep 
spiralling. 

She and her partner had spent more 
than five years grappling with their fi¬ 
nances before resorting to payday lend¬ 


ers at the end of 2012. They took out 
loans with two companies for less than 
£200 each in December of that year but 
by May 2013 they owed £1,256.70 to the 
lenders - £887.89 to Wonga and £368.81 
to Quickquid. 

Wonga charged the equivalent to an¬ 
nual interest of 5,853 per cent while 
Quickquid wanted the equivalent to 
1,734 per cent a year. 

The couple worked hard to economise 
and had a household income of £39,000 
a year but it was not enough. With four 
children between them and spiralling 
debts, payday lenders offered a quick 
solution when they were hit by an un¬ 
expected expense, such as a car repair or 
broken oven. 

Castle and Crystal was able to pay 
off the loan and put them on a cheaper 
rate. But credit unions can only help if 
more people use them for larger loans, 
for which they can charge interest over 
a long time. 

Castle and Cystal has 4,300 members 
and is growing. In February it opened 
100 new savings accounts, compared 
with 61 in the same month last year. It 
issued £82,000 of loans, a 203 per cent 
rise on the previous year. 

Dharminder Dhaliwal, business and 
finance manager at Castle and Crystal, 
says: “About 1.6 million people use pay¬ 
day lenders each year. As a credit union 
we need to do most of our loans at £800 
or more to break even. Payday loans are 
for less than that and that’s why they’ve 
always charged what they want.” 

Payday lenders are already prevented 
from rolling over loans more than twice 
and have been restricted in their abil¬ 
ity to drain money from bank accounts. 
The £2.8 billion sector has come under 
intense scrutiny amid outrage over the 
way some consumers have been treated. 
The FCA’s proposals, if approved, would 
take effect from next January. 

Mr Austin says he will continue to 
campaign against payday lenders — “I 
want to see these people driven out of 
business altogether.”

IS there really any dif¬ 
ference between Nigel 
Farage and Alex Sal- 
mond? 

Or, to put it another way, is 
UKIP’s ambition for a country 
free from the shackles of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union any different from 
the Scottish Nationalists’ desire 
to be rid of Westminster? 

Both parties appeal to the 
same nationalist - some would 
say parochial and isolationist - 
instincts. 

How could a supporter of Brit¬ 
ain’s independence from Europe 
quibble if the Scots felt the same 
way about England? 

The sight of Alex Salmond 
lording it around Glasgow like 
the King of the Commonwealth 
Games is enough to infuriate 
most Brits. The leader of the 
Scots Nats clearly hopes the 
games will be another nail in 
the coffin of the historic United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 

This is not unlike Nigel 
Farage’s hope that success in 
May’s Euro elections will trans¬ 
late into a breakthrough in next 
year’s General Election. 

Mr Farage may be a Home 
Counties gin-and-tonic man 
compared to Mr Salmond’s high¬ 
land whisky. But is Mr Farage 
wrapping himself in the Union 
Jack really very different from Mr 
Salmond in a Saltire? 

Both men come from outside 
the established political parties. 
They are both adept populists. 
They both articulate deeply-held 
views which are ignored by 
mainstream politicians. They are 
both ‘people’s politicians’. But 
there is a difference between 
them - history. Mr Farage has 
history on his side; Mr Salmond 
does not. 

England and Scotland have, 
for all practical purposes, been 
a single unified country since 
1603. That’s when Henry Vll’s 
great-great grandson James 
IV of Scotland took over from 
Elizabeth I and became James 
I of England as well. He called 
himself King of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

The two countries were for¬ 
mally united 100 years later and, 
despite a few ups and downs, 
they have been happily and suc¬ 
cessfully united ever since. 

In the intervening three centu¬ 
ries or so, England and Scotland 
worked peacefully together as 
one nation (along with the Welsh 
and many of the Irish) to create a 
global powerhouse. 

Yet when we look at Britain’s 
- not just England’s - relations 
with the rest of Europe, things 
look quite different. For centu¬ 
ries we have worked to keep the 
peace across the English Chan¬ 
nel. We have been forced to sac¬ 
rifice lives at frighteningly regular 
intervals to rescue Europe from 
its own folly That is why we are 
marking the 100th anniversary of 
the outbreak of the First World 
War.

Together again after 18 
months of heartbreak 



Reunited — married couple Robert and Adna Cooper, of Pensnett 


THEY met, fell in love and 
married 14 years ago — only 
to have their lives ripped 
apart when immigration offi¬ 
cials stopped them living to¬ 
gether in the UK. 

Eighteen months after their 
struggle with the Home Office 
began, Robert and Adna Cooper 
are back in each others’ arms in 
Dudley after winning a landmark 
appeal. 

Adna, 35, has been granted a visa to 
move back to the UK from her home¬ 
land of Brazil to be with her 39-year- 
old husband. It came after Adna, who 
was refused permanent entry to the 
UK last year, won an appeal process 
which ended in May with an immigra¬ 
tion hearing in Birmingham. 

Home 

Robert was finally able to bring his 
wife home to Pensnett last week. The 
pair, who have spent about £5,000 on 
legal costs, are desperate to move on 
with their lives following their ordeal. 

Robert, a pastor for the First Re¬ 
newal Presbyterian Church, said: “It 
has been really difficult for her. She 
felt almost like a second class citizen, 
not being allowed to return here with 
me.” Adna said: “It was an extremely 
difficult period for me, the whole situa¬ 
tion of being refused, being apart, una¬ 
ble to carry on with our lives, spending 
all our savings, was unbearable. “ 

The couple met when Robert, a 
former pupil at Pensnett School, was 
doing church work in the suburbs of 
Sao Paulo in 1999. They returned to 
the UK the following year and Adna 
was given a resident visa before they 
married at Kingswinford Christian 
Centre in July. After returning to 
Brazil in 2003, the pair encountered 
problems on wanting to return to the 
UK ten years later. 


Under new immigration rules, only 
British people who earn more than 
£18,600 can sponsor their non-Eu¬ 
ropean spouse’s visa. Robert earned 
enough but he was unable to get 
payslips to prove it due to his employer 
being a non-profit organisation and 
the pair were forced to live apart. 


The pair managed to overturn the 
Home Office decision after giving evi¬ 
dence at a hearing in Birmingham and 
the pair now live with Robert’s parents 
in Comber Drive. Robert said: “They 
are discriminating and being unfair to 
many families. We are not just num¬ 
bers and names, we are people.”

schools to talk about the 
work that I do and how stu¬ 
dents with an interest in 
politics, the media or public 
relations can get involved. 
I offer work experience op¬ 
portunities in Dudley and 
Westminster and have never 
turned anyone down. 

Lots of other local busi¬ 
nesses do the same and it’s 
a great way for young people 
to get a foot on the ladder or 
find out more about a ca¬ 
reer. That’s why I was really 
pleased to be awarded a gold 
certificate for youth friendly 
employment practices from 
Youth Employment UK. 
The charity works to tackle 
youth employment by en¬ 
couraging employers to 
engage with young people, 
something that’s particu¬ 
larly important here in Dud¬ 


ley where long-term youth 
unemployment is twice the 
national average. 

I want as many local firms 
as possible to apply for their 
youth friendly badge fol¬ 
lowing the example of busi¬ 
nesses like Thomas Dudley 
Ltd and its Careers in the 
Classroom scheme.

Last week the Govern¬ 
ment finally listened to 
local people’s concerns and 
announced long-overdue ac¬ 
tion to tackle UK jobs being 
advertised abroad. These 
are issues that I have been 
campaigning on for a long 
time, so I’m pleased that 
60,000 West Midlands jobs 
will no longer be advertised 
abroad and that there will 
be new limits on benefits for 
migrants. But it’s too little 
too late. I revealed the num¬ 
ber of local jobs being adver¬ 
tised overseas more than a 
year ago and I’ve been call¬ 
ing for benefit restrictions 
for even longer than that. 

I think that immigration 
has brought benefits to Brit¬ 
ain. But if you want to live 
here you’ve got to be pre¬ 
pared to work hard and pay 
your way. I share concerns 
about the impact immigra¬ 
tion has had on people in 
Dudley and the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

That’s why I have always 
supported measures like the 
last Government’s introduc¬ 
tion of an Australian-style 
points system. 

There’s still much more 
we can do. People shouldn’t 
be able to work in Britain 
and send back tax cred¬ 
its. They shouldn’t be able 
to come to Britain and 
be unemployed and they 
shouldn’t be able to come 
to Britain as soon as their 
country joins the EU. 

If you have always worked 
hard and contributed taxes 
you should be entitled to 
more help than someone 
who has never worked and 
never contributed. That way 
we can make sure that the 
system is fair to local people.

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Man was found 
dead in garage 

A MAN was found hanged in the garage of 
his home in Kingswinford 

Police discovered the body of 45-year- 
old Mark Pinches after being called to 
his address in Murdoch Drive on April 4. 
Smethwick Coroners Court this week heard 
officers had found him hanged by a rope 
from the beams of the garage ceiling. He 
was confirmed dead at the scene by para¬ 
medics. 

Senior Black Country coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain said the cause of death had been 
asphyxia. There was no sign of alcohol in 
his system. Mr Pinches had not left a note. 

His sister Karen Yates said he had been 
a ‘loved and well-respected man’ with a lot 
of friends. 

Mr Balmain gave a conclusion that Mr 
Pinches had hanged himself. 


Child pornography offender, 
aged 61, walks free from court 


A MAN who posted 1,174 images of 
child pornography and six indecent 
video clips on to a website walked 
free from court after a judge was 
told about his wife’s poor health. 

Andrew Waddell-Tillbrook, aged 61, from 
Park Road, Netherton, was made the subject of 
a three-year supervision order with a require¬ 
ment to take part in a sex-offenders’ programme 
when he appeared before Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week.

The self-employed IT worker was also ordered 
to register as a sex offender for five years and 
was disqualified from working with children for 
the same period. 

The court was told that at a previous hear¬ 
ing, Waddell-Tillbrook admitted five counts of 
distributing child porn and five further counts of 
possessing indecent images of children. 


Mr Tom Walkling, defending, said there was 
a good prospect that his client could be rehabili¬ 
tated. He had no previous convictions. 

He added that Waddell-Tillbrook’s wife of 35 
years was extremely ill, having undergone heart 
surgery andspinal and abdominal treatment. 

“She relies on my client for support,” said Mr 
Walkling. 

Judge Alan Parker said Waddell-Tillbrook’s 
behaviour was ‘utterly repellant’ but had taken 
account of his wife’s serious illness, and believed 
that a community order was the best way to en¬ 
sure he did not reoffend. 


Safety work being 
planned for bend 

A CAMPAIGN for safety improvements on 
a ‘dangerous’ bend in Upper Gornal has 
taken a step forward. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has been 
calling for work to be carried out on the 
bend where Church Street and Temple 
Street meet. 

More than 500 signatures were collected 
for a petition which prompted Dudley Coun¬ 
cil to carry out a review and Mr Austin said 
he hoped work would now be carried out 
later this year. 

He said: “The council have informed us 
that safety improvements will be made as 
part of a programme of works later this 
year. We are expecting new warning signs 
and road markings at a minimum.”

Lifesaving Badgers need 
new generation of recruits 


CHILDREN’S first aid groups in the 
Black Country face an uncertain fu¬ 
ture due to fewer recruits. 

Sandwell and Dudley branches 
of the St John Ambulance Badger 
groups need more volunteers when 
sessions start again in September. 

The first aid charity says numbers 
are getting low and they are looking 
for more youngsters aged five to 10. 
The Badgers teach the next gener¬ 
ation of first aiders, as the children 
learn important life saving skills and 
team work. They also take part in 
activities such as camping. 

Carolyn Zivoder, regional youth 
co-ordinator for St John Ambulance, 
said: “Badgers learn the life saving 
skills which could one day be the dif¬ 
ference between a life lost and a life 
saved. However, becoming a Badger 
isn’t only about learning first aid. 
It’s a great way to make new friends 


and, most importantly, have fun in 
a safe environment. Many St John 
Ambulance volunteers who start as 
Badgers stay with us for many years 
and end up working in the medical 
profession.” 

Research carried out by St John 
Ambulance shows that less than one 
in seven West Midlands residents 
know even the basic life saving skills 
— so teaching children from an early 
age could make a big difference. 

The Dudley group, which only 
has three regular members, meets 
on Thursdays at Ollis Hall, Vicar 
Street. The Sandwell group also 
meet on Thursdays, at the charity’s 
centre in Roebuck Lane in West Bro¬ 
mwich. Sessions for both start again 
in September after a summer break.

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£lOm fund 
will help 
more young 
people work 


A £10 million fund will be spent in the Black 
Country to help turn around the lives of 1,400 
deprived young people. 

The money from the Big Lottery Fund is being 
aimed at 18 to 24-year-olds who have been out of 
work or education for more than a year - as well as 
carers, ex-drug addicts and young offenders. 

Six ‘hubs’ are to be set up in Wolverhampton, Sandwell, 


Dudley and Walsall from 
September. 

The scheme, called Tal¬ 
ent Match Black Country, is 
intended to help them over¬ 
come their individual prob¬ 
lems that stop them getting 
into work. It will work with 
young parents, travelling 
families, disabled young 
people and the homeless to 
get them in touch with em¬ 
ployers and help them to de¬ 
velop skills. 

There will also be mentor¬ 
ing of each individual young 
person involved by trained 
staff including those who 
have been through similar 
problems. 

The project is being over¬ 
seen by Wolverhampton 
Voluntary Sector Coun¬ 
cil. Its chief executive Ian 
Darch said: “Young people 
themselves will be at the 
very centre of this and will 
make up half of the steering 
group. 

“We want to help young 
people who have been out 
of employment, education 
or training for 12 months 
or more and support them 
into work. Each young per¬ 
son will be working with a 
mentor.” 

Young people will be 
referred to the scheme 
through the Job Centre or

through private companies 
providing the Government’s 
Work Programme, which 
provides personalised sup¬ 
port to people to find work. 

Details have emerged a 
week after Wolverhampton 
South East MP Pat McFad- 
den revealed a scheme he 
had set up to offer young 
people work experience had 
helped 220 into jobs over 
two years. The unpaid place¬ 
ments were offered by em¬ 
ployers including New Cross 
Hospital, brewer Marston’s 
and Beacon Centre for the 
Blind. 

Others, such as the Robin 
2 music venue in Bilston, 
Barnshaw Steel Bend¬ 
ing at Coseley and water 
cooler firm Angel Springs, 
in Ettingshall, also offered 
places. 

In its first year 157 place¬ 
ments were taken up and 45 
young people got jobs. But a 
report on the results of the 
second year from JobCentre 
Plus shows that a further 
380 places were offered, re¬ 
sulting in 179 young people 
getting jobs. 

The scheme has had a 
success rate of 47 per cent. 


Many will not look 
after elderly parents 


ALMOST a third of people in the West Midlands would 
not look after their ageing parents if they needed full time 
care, a survey has found. 

Charity bosses from Age UK say the figures reflect a wor¬ 
rying trend across the country. 

Figures released by the charity showed that 20 per cent 
of people in the UK thought they lacked the necessary 
skills to care for their parents. Of the 29 per cent of West 
Midlands people who said they would not look after their 
parents full time, half said their house wasn’t big enough 
and 43 per cent said they wouldn’t be able to cope. 

Jeni Rushton, care manager at Care UK, said: “From our 
experience, the thought of putting parents in a care home 
can come with great concern. Often the decision is made 
at crisis point. This is why we encourage people to discuss 
the subject of care with their parents before it becomes a 
necessity.”

Drunk teacher crashed 
into van while banned 


A TEACHER from Dudley crashed 
his car into a van while drunk just 
two weeks after being disquali¬ 
fied from driving, a court heard. 

Father-of-two Michael Chapman 
smashed into the back of a Ford Transit 
van in Standhills Road, Kingswinford, on 
April 30 and then drove off, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court was told. He was followed by 
the van’s driver who stopped him and called 
police and paramedics. 

Chapman, who was driving without in¬ 
surance, was taken to hospital and a blood 
sample was taken. Alcohol in his system 
measured 102 milligrammes. The legal 
limit for driving is 80 milligrammes per 100 
millilitres of blood. 

The 39-year-old,of Penzer Street, King¬ 
swinford, had previously been disqualified 
for 20 months for an offence of drink driv¬ 
ing that had taken place on March 25. 

Course 

At a hearing on June 18, Chapman 
pleaded guilty to driving a motor vehicle 
when above the alcohol limit, use of a motor 
vehicle without third party insurance, driv¬ 
ing while disqualified and failing to stop 
after a road accident. 

Last week he was handed a 16-week 
prison sentence suspended for 12 months 
and was also disqualified from driving for 
40 months and put on a supervision order 
for a year. He has to pay £85 costs, an £80 
surcharge and was told to attend a drink 
driving course. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said Chap¬ 
man, who now works as an ICT curriculum 
leader at a school in Birmingham, made a 
full and frank admission to the offences. 

Miss Catherine Janor, defending, said 
Chapman had been experiencing a break¬ 
down following a traumatic event that had 
led to the loss of his job. “My client was in a 
fragile state of mind on the day,” she added. 

Deputy District Judge Munro, told Chap¬ 
man: “You are highly regarded and this 
offence can only be said to be out of char¬ 
acter.”

Crews rescue terrified 
horse from the canal 



By hook or by crook - this is the dramatic moment that rescue workers dragged a stricken horse from the canal at Coseley 


THIS was the dramatic mo¬ 
ment fire crews rescued a 
terrified horse trapped in a 
6ft deep stretch of a Black 
Country canal. 

The stricken animal had fall¬ 
en into the water near Walbrook 
Bridge at Coseley while tethered 
to ground nearby. 

When the crews from Tipton arrived 
they found the animal struggling to 
keep its head above the water. 

It had been unable to stand because 
of the depth of the water and had been 


forced to try to swim to prevent itself 
from drowning. 

The alarm was raised by a passing 
boat owner at around 8am yesterday. 
A technical rescue unit devised plans 
to pull the horse out of the canal under 
the guidance of the RSPCA. 

Shallower 

They were able to cut the chain and 
guide the animal to a shallower area 
by the edge of the canal. 

With the support of the fire ser¬ 
vice’s Technical Rescue Unit, a team 
of eight firefighters used long slings 
to hoist the horse from the water and 


to safety. Tipton watch commander 
Keith Hampton said the rescue took 
about 45 minutes. 

“When we got there we saw the 
large horse tethered by a chain trying 
to swim. 

“It must have been tethered nearby 
and fallen in the canal. 

“It’s not an easy job rescuing a 
horse, which is why I called the Tech¬ 
nical Rescue Unit from Wednesbury, 
which has the right equipment for the 
job.” 

The horse was not injured but was 
said to be in shock because of the or¬ 
deal.

Looking back at times 
of capital punishment 


O ver the years, British movies 
10 Rillington Place, Dance 
with a Stranger and Let Him 
Have It have addressed the often 
disturbing subject of innocent and 
guilty people sentenced to death 
because of their connection with 
murder. 


Now, half a century since Peter 
Allen and Gwynne Evans became 
the last two men to be hanged in 
Britain, this documentary looks 
back on people sentenced to death 
in the UK. Fourteen years before 
Allen and Evans were executed, 
Londoner Timothy Evans of Notting 
Hill was sentenced to death for the 
murder of his wife Beryl and baby 
daughter Geraldine. Maureen 
Westlake, Timothy’s sister, is still 
tortured by the pain of injustice to 
this day. 

For the first time, she speaks 
about the tragedy of her innocent 
brother going to the gallows for 
another man’s heinous crime. 

Serial killer John Christie lived in 
the basement flat of the Evan’s 
home at 10 Rillington Place. 
Timothy was in a highly emotional 
state following the deaths of his 


wife and daughter. An 
impressionable man, he would 
admit to anything, and made a 
false statement admitting to both 
murders after being coerced by the 
police. 

However, after being charged 
with murder, Timothy retracted his 
confession and protested his 
innocence. Maureen, who saw him 
in prison with her sister Eileen, 
recalls the meeting: ‘And I kept 
crying. And he said to Eileen ‘What 
does she keep crying for?’ and she 
said, ‘You know what she’s crying 
[about] Tim. Beryl and the baby,’ 
and he said, ‘I didn’t do it, Eileen’ 

He said ‘Christie did it.’ And the last 
time I saw him, he did look like a 
10-year-old. His face was all pale. 
Waved and he said, ‘cheerio.’” 


thinking that this Government have 
still not cleared him properly. And I 
still say it’s the Government that 
killed that murdered Tim. Not killed 
him. Murdered him.” 


Timothy was eventually granted a 
Royal Pardon in 1966, 16 years 
after being executed. Christie’s 
crimes had been uncovered, but 
Timothy’s conviction for murdering 
his daughter was not expunged, a 
matter which still plagues Maureen: 
“I feel that I have gone as far as I 
can,” she explains. “But I think I am 
going to go to my grave still 


The makers of Executed visit 
prisons where death sentences 
were carried out until its abolition. 
Viewers also get a close look at 
how the condemned would have 
spent their last days, and the 
techniques and procedures used 
by the executioners. 

This film also examines the case 
of 19-year old Derek Bentley. In 
1953, he was hanged for the 
murder of a policeman, despite the 
fact he did not fire the fatal shot 
and had a mental age of 11. 

It was claimed he had uttered the 
words ‘Let him have it’ to incite his 
partner in crime Christopher Craig 
to shoot. 


The show also features a profile 
of Ruth Ellis, the 28-year-old who 
was executed in 1955 for the 
shooting of her lover David Blakely. 
She became the last woman to be 
hanged in Britain, and her story 
was adapted for acclaimed 1985 
movie Dance with a Stranger.

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Tiger is a winning formula 


By John Griffiths 


Triumph is not only the maker’s 
name but a word which could 
well describe the company’s all- 
new Tiger Explorer. 

The ‘Tiger’ is really like a family 
name more than any indicator that 
this is a hastily redesigned version of 
the familiar 1,050cc three-cylinder ma¬ 
chine to widen sales opportunities in 
the expanding adventure market. 

In fact it’s powered by a brand new 
1,215cc unit (three cylinders, of course) 
which sets the Triumph apart from most 
rivals in this class simply in terms of power 
and torque. With 135bhp on tap, the Ex¬ 
plorer is knocking on the door of superbike 
territory. 

Powerful 

That makes it almost a third more pow¬ 
erful than the biggest seller in this category 
and the bike which set the benchmark, the 
BMW GS, whose sales soared after Ewan 
McGregor and Charlie Boorman rode a 
pair of them around the world. 

The new Explorer is unashamedly de¬ 
signed to steal sales from the German ma¬ 
chine, so it’s no surprise that Triumph has 
also produced a high specification which 
includes heated grips, ABS, adjustable 
traction control, cruise control and ‘fly by 
wire’ throttle as standard. 

The new 1,215cc engine, fitted with bal¬ 
ancer shafts for smoother running, is some¬ 
thing of a gem. Running at a low 3,000rpm 
in top (sixth) gear, it can be a lazy man’s 
machine, with just a small movement on 


the throttle required to unleash the torque 
needed for a quick overtake. 

Drop a gear and use the revs, and it 
surges forward like a sports machine. The 
bike has a sort of Jekyll and Hyde charac¬ 
ter which will satisfy most types of roads, 
the rider whatever mood you happen to be 
in, and whatever the circumstances. 

The engine is capable of unleashing a 
wave of torque which starts at an incredibly 
low 2,500 revs and continues right up the 
range. You could ride it quite satisfactorily 
as a ‘top gear’ bike but you’d be missing 
out on the gorgeous growl from the Arrow 
exhaust at higher revs. 

The six-speed gearbox is one of the 
smoothest, notch-free units I’ve found on 
a two wheeler. 

At first I thought top could have been a 
bit higher, to aid economy (about 48mpg 
for me). But in fact at 70mph the rev coun¬ 
ter shows just a little over 3,000rpm - it’s 
just that there’s so much torque on tap 
you’re deceived into thinking the ratio is 
lower. 

The Explorer, like its rivals, is a tall bike. 
The standard seat is adjustable, but be¬ 
cause of my short legs (so my tailor tells 
me) Stratstone Triumph of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, who loaned their test machine, sup¬ 
plied the 20mm lower option. 

Yet in spite of its obvious height and 
weight, the Explorer is perfectly balanced 
so that it doesn’t become tiring to ride for 
long periods over twisty roads, such as the 
by-roads of Wales. 

In fact it took a mile or two for my sub¬ 
conscious to adjust to the fact that once 
in motion it is actually very light and agile: 
not what I expected at all. It feels altogeth¬ 
er like a smaller bike, for example Suzuki’s 
600 V-Strom, and inspires a lot of confi¬ 
dence. It’s great fun, too. 


The traction control system (with two 
settings) didn’t intervene during my miles 
with the Triumph, but I can see the po¬ 
tential advantage in avoiding spinning up 
the back wheel on wet roads. Riders of 
lOObhp-plus bikes will be aware of just 
how easily that happens: and it’s likely to 
be even more welcome for riders who do 
venture off-road. 

Triumph was able to use traction con¬ 
trol and cruise control because of the new 
throttle system: there’s no traditional cable, 
it’s all done by electronics. It doesn’t feel 
much different - just a bit lighter - but it 
does make throttle response very smooth 
and consistent. 

The riding position is upright, keeping 
your back straight, which I find so much 
more comfortable after a few hours in the 
saddle - the type of ride this machine is de¬ 
signed for. The bars are straight and wide, 
ideal for fine control and stability. 

The screen is easily adjustable through 
a range of angles. For me the midway posi¬ 
tion offered plenty of protection from wide 
blast without causing any buffeting or extra 
noise around my helmet. 

The cruise control and comprehensive 
trip meter (including a ‘miles to empty’ fea¬ 
ture) are operated by buttons next to the

grips where they can be easily operated 

with a thumb. The indicators are self-can¬ 
celling, a system which in this case actually 
works, but if you don’t like that you can eas¬ 
ily change back to the old manual system. 

It’s another example of the amount of 
thought Triumph has put into developing 
a new machine to take on BMW at its own 
game. 

There are other pointers, too, such as 
the larger capacity battery and alternator 
lin anticipation of riders not only taking up 


the option of heated seats but also heated 

clothing. There’s a quick headlamp adjust¬ 
ment, too, for when you have a passenger. 

Stratstone Triumph say that the Explorer 
is already winning over customers and I’m 
not surprised. 

The Hinckley-based manufacturer has 
undoubtedly taken a look at what’s best in 
the adventure market and what riders want, 
and put a great deal of time and thought 
into doing something to beat that. 

The Triumph costs £11.149 on the road.

Altea leading 
the way in 
space race 
with height

It doesn’t look like a candidate for the first 
Mars mission, but SEAT’S often overlooked 
Altea is something of a leader in the space 
race. 

Call it a family hatchback or compact MPV, the Al¬ 
tea is particularly roomy for a car in this class even 
though it doesn’t take up as much room on the road 
as some of its competitors. 

The high cabin roof helps with the feeling of space, of 
course, and is particularly welcome for tall drivers and pas¬ 
sengers, but even in the back they won’t find a shortage of 
leg room either. 

Altogether it’s a neat piece of packaging, with a useful 
409 litres of boot space even with five passengers on board. 

It’s also smooth, refined and with more than 62mpg pos¬ 
sible from the 1.6 litre turbo diesel powering the ‘Ecomotive’ 
test car, it’s economical, too. 

SEAT is considered the sportier arm of the Audi VW Group 
and that’s certainly true of some of its cars, particularly the 
latest versions of its award-winning Leon. 

And while the Altea doesn’t come under this heading, 
it benefits from some of the same technologies such as 
SEAT’S ‘agile chassis’ and electronic aids in what is a real 
smoothie for the family market. 

The test car’s engine turns out 105bhp, and while the 0 to 
62mph time is a modest 12.2 seconds (the gearing is taller 
for best economy) it feels brisk enough, and remains quiet 
and unflustered even at motorway speeds. 

With 250Nm of torque from as low as 1,500rpm, the Al¬ 
tea pulls well from low speeds and the taller gearing means 
higher speed cruising is even quieter. 

It’s an easy car to live with: its extra height making it easier 
to slip in and out of, that extra few centimetres offering a 
slightly more commanding view, and the controls are light 
and easy to operate, while remaining sportily positive. 

Relaxing 

The height doesn’t have the usual downside for handling, 
as the car is almost surprisingly agile. 

It’s the sort of car many would choose for making that 
long journey that little more relaxing, for the driver and the 
passengers. 

Space apart, the Altea is well-suited to the role of family 
runabout with an array of storage compartments (and yes, 
cupholders) in the front and rear, so there’s plenty of room 
for younger members of the family to carry the games and 
other boredom busters essential on long trips. 

Oh, and there are 12-volt power sockets front and rear to 
keep the latest electronic gadgets running, too. 

Electric windows, air conditioning and a six-speaker ste¬ 
reo/CD player are also standard features across the Altea 
range. 

Safety is a major consideration for buyers and the Altea 
has front, side and curtain airbags, active front head re¬ 
straints and the latest in electronic wizardry including trac¬ 
tion and stability control systems, anti-lock brakes and hill 
hold control. 

The test car also came with alloy wheels, cruise control, 
and upgraded infotainment package with steering wheel 
mounted remote controls and a comprehensive trip com¬ 
puter in the centre of the driver’s instruments. 

The high specification 1-Tech is the latest addition to the 
Altea range and comes with three engine options, including 
the Ecomotive’s 105Ps unit. 

It lives up to its name with some of the latest technology. 
Its centre console and controls are built around the colour 
touch screen which also operates audio, Bluetooth and the 
SatNav system. 

It also has climate control, parking sensors front and rear, 
fog lights, rain sensing wipers and automatic headlights. 

The model is also available with the same 1.6 engine mat¬ 
ed to the excellent DSG dual clutch automatic transmission, 
or with a 140Ps, 2.0 litre diesel under the bonnet.
